SPEECH PROMISES 
NEW MONROE 
DOCTRINE 


Washington, April 14 (JP)—A new 
Monroe Doctrine—under which the 
nations of Pan America would pre­ 
sent a united front against any ag- 
fression from other continents—ap­ 
peared tonight to be a major goal 
hot Roosevelt foreign policy.

Observers noted that, in a Pan 
America day speech at the Pan 
American Union, the president had 
this to say of peace in the western 
himisphere: 
“We will not permit it to be en­ 
dangered from aggression coming 
from outside of our hemisphere.” 
Back to 1823 
These words stood out in an ad­ 
dress devoted to a restatement of 
United States* 
ideals 
concerning 
the rule of justice and law, and to 
a picture of Concord in the Amer­ 
icas, as contrasted with “tragedies” 
elsewhere. 
Historically, the Monroe Doctrine 
has been a unilateral policy. The 
United States undertook to prevent 
nations in the old world from inter­ 
fering with American countries, or 
from 
making further territorial 
gains in the western hemisphere. 
The 
president’s 
words 
today 
seemed to suggest that the nations 
of Latin America join in the Mon­ 
roe 
Doctrine of 1823. 
Then the 
United States, lf attacked, could 
count on their assistance just as 
they could count on ours. The un­ 
dertaking would be multilateral. 
Thus, informed officials said, the 
president’s words seemed to pre­ 
sage a Pan American doctrine. 
If 
carried through to their logical con­ 
clusion, by treaty, they would mean 
an historic development.

Agreement Is Expected 
To Break Hitler’s 
Hold on Europe 


London, 
April 14 
(JP)—Great 
Britain and Italy on Saturday will 
sign a friendship pact which many 
see as the first step toward a new 
line-up to break 
Adolf 
Hitler’! 
hold on Europe. 
The major Immediate gain for 
each country is expected to be the 
removal of tension in the Medi­ 
terranean which, particularly dur­ 
ing the Italo-Ethiopian campaign 
of 1936-86, threatened to cause 
war between them.

The conflict then waging between 
Peru and Chili over the Tacnaarica 
boundry hindered discussion and 
not long thereafter the United 
States, followed by some of the 
South American nations, entered 
the World war. 
President Roosevelt’s statement 
today, if taken at full value, means 
a reversal of the policy his distant 
cousin, President Theodore Roose­ 
velt, stated in 1902: 
“We do not guarantee any state 
against punishment if it miscon­ 
ducts itself provided the punish­ 
ment does not take the form of 
acquisition of territory by any non- 
American power.” 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
however, makes no exception in his 
declaration to the Pan-American 
Union. He stands behind the state 
department’s Clark memorandum of 
1929 which cut the so-called “Roose­ 
velt corollary” from the 
Monroe 
Doctrine.

(JP)— While Chinese forces kept 
up spirited attacks today against 
Japanese 
forces 
strung 
across 
Shantung province, most of China 
was chanting the praises of two 
men. 
They are General Ll Tsung-Jen 
and General Pai Cnung-Hsi, front 
line commanders in the vital cen­ 
tral China corridor, who are ac­ 
claimed as the first really to de­ 
feat Japan’s legions. 
Partners and friends since boy­ 
hood, they were directing Chinese 
forces 
tightening a steel ring 
around the walled city of Ylhsien, 
northwest of Taierchwang, where 
the Japanese spearhead suffered a 
crushing defeat. 
War bulletins said a Japanese 
unit was annihilated after almost 
fighting its way through the en­ 
circling Chinese at Yihsien. They 
said the city was besieged and 
supply lines cut so that the Japan­ 
ese could receive food and muni­ 
tions only by airplane.

WAGEANDHOUR 
BILL IS REVISED 


W eek s o f Wrangling 
End; Chief Executive 
Is Delighted 


Washington, 
April 14 (JP)—The 
house labor committee recommend­ 
ed a drastically revised wage-hour 
bill tonight to provide for a gradu­ 
ated minimum wage starting at 25 
cents an hour and increasing to 40 
cents in three years. 
The committee approved the leg­ 
islation by a 14 to 4 vote at an over­ 
time session which ended weeks of 
wrangling. 
Reports were current the action 
was taken in response to White 
House insistence that a bill be re­ 
ported before President Roosevelt 
began his “fireside chat” to the na­ 
tion. 
Chairman Norton (D-NJ) denied 
these reports but said she person­ 
ally had been desirous of such a 
result. Immediately after the vote, 
she called the White House to in­ 
form the president and later told 
reporters the chief executive was 
delighted.” 
Stripped of all wage differentials, 
the bill would provide for a gradual 
shortening of the work-week from 
44 to 40 hours over a 
two-year 
period. 
It also would prohibit the ship­ 
ment In Interstate 
commerce 
of 
products of <AUd labor.

Sullivan,

Kellogg, who was a staff writer 
on

now-defunct

“The Communists went out to 
East Lansing and tried to close 
the student eating places, after 
Governor Murphy’s address giving 
his blessing to the holiday. 
“Funny Ideas" Scored 
“The students didn’t approve of 
Governor Murphy and his ‘funny 
ideas’ then and they don’t, approve 
of them now. Why force the gov­ 
ernor upon them? 
Why give him 
this opportunity to expound his 
un-American doctrines? 
I would 
suggest that 
if 
President Shaw 
don’t remedy this situation that 
the American Legion or some oth­ 
er patriotic body save 
the 
stu­ 
dents.” 
He prefaced his letter with a 
statement that he protested “as a 
taxpayer of Michigan and a loyal 
American citizen.” 
Dr. Shaw said he had not yet 
received the letter, and probably 
would not make any public com­ 
ment when he does receive it. 
The college president had made 
the announcement of Murphy’s 
acceptance of an invitation to give 
the address. 
He also announced 
the Rev. Albert Bruckner Coe, of 
Oak Park, 111., would deliver the 
Baccalaureate 
sermon

Washington, April 14 (JP)—East 
em railroads failed today in an ef­ 
fort to win permission from the in 
terstate commerce commission to 
increase 
their 
basic 
passenger 
coach fares from 2 to 2.5 cents a 
mile. 
A bare majority of the commis­ 
sion denied the carriers’ request, 
expressing belief that increased 
coach fares probably 
would pro­ 
duce revenue results less favorable 
to the roads 
than 
the 
present 
charges. 
The same six-member majority 
indicated, however, that it wotok( 
permit increased fare# for db Irate 
coach service if the railroads pro­ 
posed them. 
Commissioner Frank McManamy, 
one of the five commission mem­ 
bers who dissented, said of the ma­ 
jority opinion: 
“It is my opinion that in its utter 
disregard for thd weight of the evi­ 
dence, the established principles of 
law, the needs of the industry, and 
the welfare of this country, this de­ 
cision stands alone.” 
While the two-cent fare has been 
in effect, the majority said, passen­ 
ger coach service has about reached 
the point of paying its owrn way 
and returning a profit. The major­ 
ity opinion added: 
‘That basis should not be dis­ 
turbed, especially during a period 
of business recession, except on a 
persuasive showing that a basis dif­ 
ferent from the present would re­ 
sult in a substantial increase in net 
revenue.” 


Nearly SOO Acres 
Are Burned Over 
By Forest Fires 


Lansing, 
April 14. (JP)— Field 
officers of the state conservation 
department reported today that 
nearly 600 acres of land in north­ 
ern Michigan were burned over 
yesterday in the first onslaught 
of the spring forest fire “season.” 
The 
reports 
by short wave 
radio to conservation headquar­ 
ters here today said that 38 acres 
had been burned in the Iron River 
area, 4 4 acres in the Alpena area, 
20 acres in the Gladstone area, 
three acres iii the 
Clare 
area, 
three acres iii the Marquette area, 
217 acres in the Mio district, and 
IOO acres in tile Grayling district. 
Rain in Upper Peninsula and 
the northern tip of the lower pen­ 
insula during tho night checked 
the fire spread but officers said 
the woods were drying fast and 
that more rain is needed to re­ 
move the threat of large fires.

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PERMITS MUST 
BE ACQUIRED 


Wcnncr Urges Much Care 
in Burning During 
Present Time 


Farmers and other rural resi­ 
dents are urged by E. A. Wanner, 
Agricultural Agent of Delta coun­ 
ty, to obtain burning permits be­ 
fore burning brush, stumps, trash 
or other material. 
Many people 
believe burning permits are not 
necessary 
until 
towermen 
are 
placed on the job. 
Others still 
have in mind the date of May I as 
the deadline. 
The actual time 
when burning permits are neces­ 
sary, according to Mr. Wenner is 
when there is no snow on 
the 
ground. 
That time 
will 
vary 
with the location and season. 
The object of issuing permits is 
to save the starting of fires 
in 
times of extreme hazard; also to 
save the sending of 
men 
and 
equipment to harmless fires un­ 
necessarily. 
Heavy fines can be 
assessed against persons starting 
fires without permits. 
Those liv­ 
ing within the boundaries of a na­ 
tional forest may obtain burning 
permits from a forest ranger or CC 
Camp. 
Those living outside but 
near a national forest can obtain 
permits from a forest ranger, con­ 
servation officer, fire warden or 
tower man. Representatives of the 
department of conservation— tow­ 
er men, district supervisors, fire 
wardens, or conservation officers 
— are the only ones who can issue 
permits in areas where there is no 
activity by the Forest Service, In 
communities where there 
is 
no 
representative of the conservation 
department, a local man is desig­ 
nated as eligible to issue permits. 
Where available, a phone can fee 
used to obtain authorization.

CCC CAMPS 
MAT REMAIN 


President Favors Bill 
for Increase in 
Appropriation

Washington, D. C.— The CCC 
camps at Iron River, Wetmore, 
and Manistique and seven other 
camps in Michigan, scheduled to 
be discontinued permanently in 
May and June when the Civilian 
Conservation 
Corps carried out 
its planned 300 camp reduction, 
gained a new lease on life with 
the announcement this week of 
president Roosevelt that he fav­ 
ored an additional appropriation 
of $50,000,000 to keep the corps 
at its present 1500 camp strength. 
The announcement of the presi­ 
dent’s stand was made by Senator 
Alben Barkley, following a relief 
conference at the White House 
this week. 
The House of Representatives 
has already passed the bill mak­ 
ing the additional money avail­ 
able. 
The bill is now before the 
Senate, with favorable action by 
that chamber predicted here. 
It was learned from officials of 
the Civilian Conservation 
Corps 
yesterday that passage of the bill 
would make possible the retention 
of all of the 291 camps scheduled 
to go out, except the ten or fifteen 
whose work programs were end­ 
ing. 
Among the camps scheduled to 
go 
out 
permanently 
were 
all1 
camps on army projects. 
These 
will still be discontinued it waB 
said, but the companies in them 
will be transferred to other camps 
— in the same state if possible. 
There are no army camps in Mich­ 
igan.

house as a shrine of the order, and 
a large granite

I am thinking of our 
democracy and of the recent trend 
in other parts of the world away 
from the democratize ideal. 
"Democracy has disappeared in 
several other 
great nations—not 
because the people of those na­ 
tions disliked democracy, but be­ 
cause they had grown tired of un­ 
employment and insecurity, of see­ 
ing their children 
hungry 
while 
they sat helpless in the face 
of 
government confusion, government 
weakness, through lack of leader­ 
ship in government. 
Mutt Act Together 
"Finally, 
in 
desperation, 
they 
chose to sacrifice liberty 
in 
the 
hope of getting something to eat. 
We in America know that our own 
democratic institutions can be pre­ 
served and made to work. But in 
order to preserve them we need to 
act together to meet the problems 
of the nation, boldly, and to prove 
that the practical operation of dem­ 
ocratic government is equal to the 
task of protecting the security of 
the people. 
"Not only our future economic 
soundness but the very soundness 
of our democratic institutions de­ 
pends on the determination of our 
government to give employment to 
idle men. 
The people of America 
are in 
agreement 
In 
defending 
their liberties at any cost, and the 
first line of defense lies in protect­ 
ing economic security. 
Your gov­ 
ernment, seeking to protect demo­ 
cracy, must prove that government 
Is stronger than the forces of busi­ 
ness depression. 
“History 
proves 
that dictator­ 
ships do not grow out of strong and 
successful governments but out of 
weak and helpless 
ones. 
If 
by 
democratic methods people get a 
government strong enough to pro­ 
tect them from fear and starvation, 
their democracy succeeds, 
but if 
they do not, they grow impatient. 
Therefore the only sure bulwark of 
continuing liberty is a government 
strong enough to protect the inter­

BANK CREDIT EXPANDED 
Washington, 
April 
14. (ZP)— 
President 
Roosevelt asked con­ 
gress to fling wide the flood gates 
of federal spending again today in 
a planned, concerted effort by gov­ 
ernment, business, labor and the 
people to dnd the depression. 
He proposed that the treasury 
spend or lend $4,500,000,000 for 
relief, for public works, flood con 
trol, housing, 
highways, 
pump- 
priming in general, and as capital 
for business enterprises. 
Money Liberated 
To 
expand the nation’s bank 
credit he announced that $1,400,- 
000,000 was being added to the

Frsd W. Sargent, president of 
the Chicago and North Western 
Railway, 
Wednesday 
attacked 
rules and working conditions of 
rail employes, urged co-ordination 
end pooling of sendees by carriers 
as- a means of effecting substantial 
economies, 
and 
recommended 
elimination of free transportation 
to employes. 
The North Western president, 
at the annual meeting of stock­ 
holders, in Chicago, hit hardest at 
working rules of brotherhood em­ 
ployes, especially decisions of the 
national boards of adjustment set 
up by the railway labor 
act 
in 
1934 which he contended, 
have 
materially changed schedules and 
contracts and resulted in burden­ 
some additional costs. 
Inability of railroads 
to 
get 
eight hours work for eight hours 
pay have made 25 per cent 
of 
their labor bill non-productive, 
he declared. 
Decision Costa $885,000 
Mr. Sargent 
cited 
interpreta­ 
tions of working rules made by 
the 
adjustment 
boards, 
which 
changed practices in effect for ov­ 
er 40 years, despite the fact that 
these tribunals were not originally 
sated with power to change Belad­ 
ies and contracts. 
One decision 
alone cost the North Western an 
additional $335,000 a 
year, 
he 
said. 
Restriction prohibiting one type 
of worker from performing anoth­ 
er’s duties, such as a brakeman 
doing the work of a switchman, 
were cited by the North Western 
president. 
He recommended that 
the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion be vested with power to re­ 
vise rules and working conditions 
of brotherhood employes to elim­ 
inate costly changes made in re­ 
cent years 
by 
the 
adjustment 
boards. 
“Kind” Toward Labor 
Mr. Sargent insisted he has the 
’’kindliest of feelings” toward la­ 


bor, but maintained, nevertheless, 
that if “they want to continue to 
have a railroad to work for, the 
men should give eight hours 
of 
work for eight hours of pay.” 
The official reiterated his belief 
that substantial economies would 
accrue 
from 
co-ordination 
and 
pooling, and outlined the success 
of the road in handling its 
ore 
movement from the northwest In 
conjunction with other roads. He 
considered advisable pooling 
of 
passenger service from Chicago to 
the Twin Cities, St. 
Louis 
and 
Omaha. 
On the subject of free transpor­ 
tation, Mr. Sargent said SO to 35 
per cent of train passengers rode 
on passes, and told of an incident 
where 80 per cent of passengers 
on a transcontinental train rode 
free. 
Free 
transportation, 
he 
added, has substantially increased 
costs, and he suggested elimina­ 
tion of all free trips, except to em­ 
ployes on duty or going to or 
from work. 
Says Trackers Subsidised 
The official charged that truck­ 
ers were being heavily subsidised, 
declaring that the total 
average 
taxes paid annually by each com­ 
mercial vehicle was $350, where­ 
as the annual cost of furnishing 
the highways, on the basis of the 
mileage traveled by 
each 
truck 
averaged $1,300 annually. 
Mr. Sargent expressed the opin­ 
ion that annual earnings of the 
North Western should rise to $30,- 
000,000 to $35,000,000 
annually 
“under any fair form of regula­ 
tion.”

But it is safe enough to

comes, and if the builders are wise, they 
will build that bridge not only high but 
very wide, for over it 
will 
roll 
some 
fifteen or twenty million new dollars into 
tho Upper Peninsula each year.

FRIEND OF THE FORESTS 
(Ironwood Globe) 
April 21 will m ark tho 
one-hundredth 
anniversary of tho birth of 
Jo h n 
Muir, 
noted American naturalist 
and 
writer, 
who brought to tho world through 
his 
prose and poetry a greater appreciation of 
the majestic grandeur of nature and par­ 
ticularly of the forests and mountains. He 
is to be remembered also as one of tho 
first to recognize tho need for preserving 
the forests. 
John Muir was a native of 
Scotland. 
"When he was eleven years ol dhis father 
moved to America, settling as a pioneer 
farm er in Wisconsin. 
H ere the boy grew 
up and aided his father in 
clearing 
tho 
land. 
W hen he was 22 years old he 
en­ 
tered the University of Wisconsin, where 
he supported himself by 
teaching 
and 
working on farms. 
After graduation, ho 
began a series of wanderings th a t eventu­ 
ally brought him to the Yosemite valley 
in California. 
It was largely through efforts of Robert 
Underwood Johnson, editor of th e Century 
magazine, and a personal friend of Muir, 
that the Yosemite national park came Into 
being. 
Later the General Grant and Se­ 
quoia national parks were 
established. 
President Grover Cleveland reserved 25 
millions acres of public lands from 
pri­ 
vate use and McKinley created another 
park and set aside seven million 
more 
acres. 
Then Theodore Roosevelt entered 
the 
W hite House. 
In the spring of 1903 he 
decided that he wanted to go tram ping in 
the Yosemite with Muir. 
The naturalist, 
who was just then planning a world tour, 
cannily set it aside that he “ might do some 
forest good in freely talking around the 
forest campfire.” 
For three 
days, 
the 
president and John 
Muir 
roughed 
it. 
Each night in the deep heart of the Sier­ 
ras, with the great trees standing around, 
they camped together. 
Each night John 
Muir built a great heart-w anning Sequoia 
campfire, and beside it they Bat and ta lk ­ 
ed. 
The president asked many questions, tor 
he had come far to learn what this wise 
old man of the m ountains 
knew, 
A fter 
those momentous three days 
and 
two 
nights, Theodore Roosevelt went back to 
W ashington to inaugurate an 
aggressive 
conservation policy. 
Ho added 
to 
the 
federal forest domain during his term of 
office 14S milieu acres, created five 
n a t­ 
ional parks and IU national monuments. 
John Muir died iu 1914, but his work is 
being carried oil. 
It is appropriate that, 
as the one-hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of this great friend of the forests ap­ 
proaches. there is a growing interest 
iii 
efforts to preserve the forests. 
Much has 
already been done, but the task 
is 
far 
from completed. 
A step iii the right direc­ 
tion that is deserving of support is the 
bill introduced in the house of represen­ 
tatives by Congressman F rank P. 
Hook, 
asking congress to appropriate $10,000,- 
000 for purchase of forest lands in 
this 
area, to be set aside for production on 
a 
sustained yield basis. 
Enactm ent of this 
bill would go fur toward saving for resi­ 
dents of this region and for posterity the 
beauty of the forests that John Muir ex­ 
tolled iii verse aud pros© aud also would 
insure continued production 
of 
forest 
products to sustain employment iii 
the 
area.

present world outlook because

ney, tho m asseur— and he’ll talk volubly, 
earnestly about his fatherland.

She is forced to it in her own de­ 
fense. She needs an arm y so that she can 
be powerful and command authority. Re­ 
member, we were a suppressed people and 
we went to he free again.”

Vienna makes bitter hearing for believer 
in human liberties, but som e of it is pretty 
stirring too. 
Stories of young 
students 
caught by Anschluss at their winter sport, 
making packs of their sleeping baga and 
skiing day and night through lonely 
Al­ 
pine valleys until they had passed 
the 
Swiss border; of old men and women off­ 
ering a calm, passive resistance to 
the 
conqueror; of quiet, decent people choos­ 
ing suicide rather than an ignoble 
sub­ 
mission— these set the blood to tingling. 
In a letter from an English writer cornea 
a new tale as deeply moving as any told 
thus far. 
The tale concerns H. G. W ells, 
whose close friend the English writer is, 
and no less a person than Dr. 
Sigmund 
Freud, father of psycho-analysis, and one 
of the half-dozen m ost distinguished scien­ 
tists in the world today. 
Some tim e before Anschluss 
occurred, 
W ells was In Vienna and visited Freud. 
The scientist, aged, 
white-bearded, 
but 
still clear of mind and of eye, 
received 
W ells pleasantly, and the two men 
fell 
to talking of world 
affairs. 
The 
talk 
came around to Austria, and Freud 
re­ 
viewed his country’s situation, ending the 
discussion with a flat prediction that Nazi 
Germany would move to cross the 
Aus­ 
trian border in the reasonably near future. 
W ells, convinced by Freud’s reasoning 
and what he him self knew, instantly urged 
the scientist to leave Viena for a have 
in London. 
Freud made a slight gestu 
of futility, and replied, “no, I am eighty 
two and that is too old to go to a 
new 
place.” 
W ells insisted, demanding 
to 
know 
what Freud, who is angrily 
loathed 
by 
tho Nazis just as Einstein was, would do 
when Anschluss took place. 
Freud 
re­ 
plied simply that he would “go into his 
library.” 
Still W ells insisted, pointing out 
the personal danger Freud would be 
In, 
even if he withdrew him self from life be­ 
yond his library walls. 
At last Freud an­ 
swered, with som e finality: 
“No, I w ill not leave my country. If the 
Nazis come, if they 
offer 
me 
physical 
violence, I shall kill myself. 
Otherwise, 
I shall stay in my library.” 
GAY’S BITTER PILL 
The om ission of Charles R. Gay from 
the new governing com m ittee of tho New

acre for blocking, thinning and hoe­ 
ing. and $7 for pulling and topping 
for seven tons or less per acre plus 
Ii for each ton per acre in excess 
of the seven per acre. 
There w’ere about 25 growers of 
sugar beets in the county last year, 
the production being only about 20 
per cent of the peak in 1924. Gas- 
mas said that the committee is un­ 
able to account for the big drop in 
sugar beet production in view of 
the fact that the United States pro­ 
duces only about 20 per cent 
of 
the sugar used in this country, the 
rest being imported. 
Gasman said that affidavits will 
be required for all grass seeding by 
members this year.

tions in school buildings. 
The communities called pioneers 
include— Albion, Escanaba, Glad­ 
stone, Grand 
Haven, 
Lansing. 
Marshall, Three Rivers and Ypsi­ 
lanti. 
The movement, aimed at awak 
oiling every community to makt 
full use of its resources to insult' 
children safe birth, normal growth 
and protection against disease and 
accident, gained momentum until 
by congressional 
resolution 
on 
May IS, I 02N, the President pro­ 
claimed May Day us Health Day. 
May Day Observance 
The Children's i4»ireau has sug­ 
gested to Michigan's State Health 
officers that May Day chairmen 
be appointed to cooperate 
with 
state and local public agencies and 
private organizations for May Day 
programs, to contribute to year- 


round child-health activities. State 
Departments 
of 
Education 
are 
asked to cooperate. 
Over in the Bureau of the Cen­ 
sus some cold figures reflect that 
the Michigan child health record 
la only "fair." 
The latest figures 
show that of the 88,42 7 live births 
in 1936, 81.6 per cent 
of 
the 
mothers living in rural communi­ 
ties did not have hospital care and 
1.6 per cent had only the service 
of a mid-wife aud more than half 
cf the births, 31,953, are to moth­ 
ers of rural areas. 
The infant 
m ortality rate, while not as high 
us the national one of 67.1 p er1 
1,01)0 live births, was 51 deaths 
per 1,000 births. 
The number of 
infants dying, during the 
first 
month of life in 1936 was 2,648. 
Financially, through the Chil­ 
dren's Bureau, the federal govern­ 
ment contributes 
with 
federal 
grants under the provisions of the 
Social Security act. 
Largo Expenditures 
Ending June 30 of this 
year, 
Michigan receives $112,954.90 of 
federal funds for m aternal 
and 
child health services. 
This fund 
is administered by the Michigan 
State Department of Health. An­ 
other sum of $89,780.91 goes to 
Michigan for services to crippled 
children, 
adm inistered 
through 
the Michigan 
Crippled 
Children 
Commission. 
What causes death among chil­ 
dren under 20 years of age? The 
Children’s Bureau surveys show 
that those causes relative to birth 
head the list. 
For children un­ 
der 6 years, exclusive of infancy, 
pneumonia takes the greatest toll. 
For those active youngsters 
be­ 
tween f> and 9 accidents kill more 
than twice as many as pneumonia. 
For adolescents from IO to 14, ac­ 
cidents lead, but are seconded by 
diseases of the heart rather than 
pneumonia. 
For tbs older chil­ 
dren next to accidents, tubercu­ 
losis is the greatest menace.

The information of the State Ap­ 
praisal Committee will, in turn, 
be submitted to a National Ap­ 
praisal Committee. 
Beauvais’s report to 
the 
ap­ 
praisal committee reveals that in 
the city’s BWA project, now in 
progress, the city will pay 55 per 
cent of the total cost, and the 
average cost to the city for WPA 
projects is about 30 per cent. 
Despite the cost of

Analyzed by Experts 


Washington — Along with 88 
pages of report and appendix on 
the national 
railroad 
situation 
President Roosevelt gave to Con­ 
gress today eight analyses of the 
Splawn recommendations on grap­ 
pling with the transport problem. 
Their major points follow: 
Secretary M ortonthail: “Frank­ 
ly, I am disappointed by this re­ 
port, and it is my strong feeling 
that the over-cautious approach to 
the pressing national problem of 
transportation embodied in 
the 
committee’s recommendations can 
only intensify the need for dras­ 
tic action at a later date." 
He agreed with the first 
two 
recommendations, for loans. But 
he felt the creation of a temporary 
federal 
transportation authority 
would not serve any useful pur­ 
pose, and he urged instead a de­ 
partm ent of transportation "with 
power to move vigorously to prop­ 
erly 
coordinate 
our 
national 
transportation facilities." 
Chairman Jones, of RFC: “The 
Report . . . is a very good analysis 
of the railroad situation." He con­ 
curred specifically with (I) the 
equipment loans proposal, and on 
<2) loans without certification, he 
urged the RFC be permitted 
to 
snake them for much more than 
12 months. 
As to (3), he urged 
the Government provide “senior 
money" for the lines at substan­ 
tially lower interest rates 
than 
roads now pay. 
In return 
for 
ouch loans, the Government should 
•‘at least have representation on 
the board of the road." Mr, Jones 
also advocated extensive reorgan 
Ization and bankruptcy facilities 
For Single Administrator 
As to the long-range program, 
Sir. Jones supported one authority 
to "have power to fix rates, su­ 
pervise service, require responsi 
bilify, and designate, as far 
as 
practicable, movement of traffic 
by the facility best equipped 
to 
bandle it. 
The authority should 
also have power to require con 
polidations." 
The RFC chairman 
expressed 
(confidence in his ability to assist 
banks and insurance companies 
by the purchase of preferred stock, 
In case their railroad holdings are 
jeopardized. He also declared the 
quoted values of some railroad 
securities are at 
"absurdly 
low 
prices." 
Chairman Douglas, SEC: "The 
recommendations 
fall 
short 
of 
meeting the 
immediate 
crisis." 
Therefore the following proposals 
are submitted: 
1. Immediate: Emergency leg­ 
islation limited to 18 months, au­ 
thorizing advances to railroads to 
enable them to meet their fixed 
charges. 
Such advances to be as 
much as 3 per cent of the total 
value of the railroads, as fixed 
by the ICC. 
2. Financing of "rehabilitation 
expenditures" up to $800,000,000 
In the next 12 months, for the pur 
pose of buying railroad securi­ 
ties, enabling the lines to engage 
in rehabilitation, activities— main­ 
tenance, purchase of 
equipment, 
etc. 
I. Long range: A federal trans­ 
portation authority, vested in one 
man, with an advisory council of 
all functional groups 
connected 
with railroads: 
viz., management, 
investors, labor, agriculture, gov­ 
ernment. 
The authority 
would 
set about putting the railroads on 
their feet, through economies, re 
organization, etc.

They asked 
for an end of land-grant conces­ 
sions to government users of the 
lines. 
They recommended

elimination of all grade crossings 
be paid for by the Government, 


as well as rebuilding of bridges 
over navigable waters, 
George M. Harrison, Railroad 
Labor: 
Labor, too, stressed the 
value of improving business con­ 
ditions on the lines: .Felt the (I ) 
and (2) im m ediate recommenda­ 
tions of the Splawn Report to be 
inadequate. 
The third recommen­ 
dation, for guaranty of railroad 
bonds, involved a possible govern­ 
ment obligation of $9,000,000,000 
wrote Mr. H arrison— too great a 
risk for the American public to 
assume. 
Mr. H arrison served notice of 
vigorous opposition "with all the 
forces at their command of any 
effort to reduce compensation of 
railway employees." 
He spoke 
of the ‘‘Indefensibly low wages of 
railroad w orkers."
